Weekly meetings were held every Monday evening except on 
holidays when we met at some other time, also several Special 
meetings were held. 


Two Special Town Meetings were held. The first was to ap- 
propriate money to repair the fire damage to the Town Office 
building caused by lightning. The other was for a transfer of 
money from the School appropriation to Vocational Education. 
The money for repairing the fire damages was later recovered from 
the insurance. 


Due to the heavy expenditure of Chapter #81 funds for Winter 
Roads this past year some of the planned projects had to be drop- 
ped. We feel that by increasing the Winter Road appropriation 
more of this work can be accomplished. 


Chapter 90 work on Jacksonville Road (Rt. #112) progressed 
satisfactorily. Although only a short stretch of finished road was 
completed this year a considerable amount of fill and widening was 
done which should allow much more finished road to be completed 
next year. 


We feel that some thought should be given to replacing the 
four-wheel drive trucks in the not too distant future. With the pos- 
sible acquisition of another sander we feel the machinery is in 
reasonably good shape.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


The following is the Librarian’s report for the Griswold Mem- 
orial Library for the year 1962. 


Book circulation was as follows. Adult books 3318. Juvenile 
books 3026. Total 6344. 665 of this number were books taken from 
the bookmobile. The bookmobile also leaves books at Central School 
and at three stations in other parts of the town and Miss Baker, 
the bookmobile librarian, reports a circulation of these books up 
to November of 3018 making a total from library and town of 9362 
books. Books are no longer left at Shattuckville as no one can be 
found to take charge of the deposits. 


137 new books were added to the library, 98 adult and 37 juven- 
iles. 30 books were discarded making 107 to be added to the col- 
lection. The number of volumes now in the library stands at 8243. 
13 books were gifts. Mr. Clarke Maynard gave his usual four books 
as well as the Reader’s Digest. Several of the books are gifts of 
author or publisher. Others are from local people. One magazine 
was sent as a gift subscription. Mr. Royal Davenport continues to 
send back numbers of the American Heritage magazine. The li- 
brary would be glad to receive back numbers of Time magazine, 
Sat. Review of Literature, News Week, or any other similar type © 
magazine. Life is already given. These magazines are used by 
students in their school work. 


Mrs. Beulah Gammell who worked the Thursday evening hours 
from 6-9 resigned and her place was taken by Mrs. Helen Sewall. 
In April the Boy Scouts had an exhibit of some of their work. For 
Children’s Book Week in November, Mrs. Marianna Rowe of the 
Regional Library came two mornings for story-telling and book 
reviews. Grades 1-4 came one morning and 5-8 the second day. Each 
class came separately accompanied by a teacher. 


A deposit box for books has been attached to the library door 
for the convenience of those who wish to return books when the 
library is not open. This was designed and made by Herbert Saun- 
ders, a trustee. He also made and gave a dictionary stand that is 
much admired and appreciated.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


The functions of the Board of Health have been carried out as 
usual during the year of 1962. 


Matters pertaining to sanitation and hygiene have been given 
due action and consideration when deemed advisable. Under this 
come such matters as river pollution, maintaining and inspection of 
facilities for disposition of rubbish, such as the town dump. 


Inspections have been made of dairy farms and food vending 
establishments. 


Clinics were held during the year at which time triple toxoid 
injections were given to all children from four months up to the 
pre-school age group for the purpose of creating effective resistance 
against diptheria, whooping cough and tetanus. 


The Sabin oral poliomyelitis vaccine was administered also to 
all children from three months up to school age in cases where the 
parent desired this to be done. 


The annual Well Child Conference was held in the rooms of the 
school building during the summer months. This included all child- 
ren from three months through the pre-school year. Blood and urine 
examinations were done on all the children. At these conferences 
the problems of child nutrition were discussed with the mothers by 
the nutritionist and a dental hygienist was present for the purpose 
of examination of the teeth. The program of performing the tuber- 
culin tests was omitted this year but will be carried out in the 
conferences of 1963. 


The Well Child Conference of the Town of Colrain, has been at 
times in the past visited by members of the State Department of 
Public Health and has been classified as one of the outstanding pro- 
grams of its type, in the Commonwealth. 


Thanks and appreciation is hereby extended by Dr. Olson and 
the nurse, Mrs. Pickwell, to all persons who have assisted voluntar- 
ily, willingly and effectively in the carrying out of our Well Child 
Conference program.

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VETERANS’ SERVICE REPORT 


I submit, herewith, my 17th Annual Report of the Western 
Franklin Veterans’ Service District together with a summary of 
Veterans’ Benefits (Soldiers Relief) handled thru this office during 
the year 1962. 


Requests for assistance were received from Two Thousand One 
Hundred and Ninety-nine persons, veterans or their dependents. 
This includes Sixty applications for hospital care or out-patient 
treatment. One Hundred and Forty-four persons were assisted in 
making application for Pensions or in making out their Annual In- 
come Report in connection with their Pensions. One Hundred and 
Sixty-four requests for Photostatic copies were received and One 
Thousand, Two Hundred and Fifty-nine prints were made. 


Under Chapter 115, the Veterans’ Benefits Public Assistance 
program of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, Thirty-five fami- 
lies received assistance. Seventeen of these cases were new during 
the year. One Hundred and four persons were assisted in these 
cases and $27,717.81 was paid in their behalf. Towns will receive 
reimbursement from the State of Fifty per cent (50%) in settled 
cases and full reimbursement in State settled cases. 


The total expense of the District Administration, as shown on 
our monthly warrants, was $6,385.04 from a Budget established at 
$6,400.00. 


We continue to have many requests for assistance in Veterans’ 
Administration Benefits because of the closing of the Greenfield 
V. A. Contact Office. 


The continued concern of the Town Representatives with the 
problems of the District is very encouraging and is much appreci- 
ated.

FIRE CHIEF'S REPORT 


During the past year your fire department logged 18 fire calls. 
Seven of these involved buildings, three chimney fires, and eight 
grass fires. Three of the building fires were out of town, one at 
Halifax, Vermont, one at Hawley, and one at Suckland Center. We 
were involved in these through mutual aid assistance. This is the 
first year Colrain has been able to furnish assistance to neighbor- 
ing towns. This was made possible by the purchase of our new fire 
truck. In past years we had been in the position of having to ask 
for aid, without being able to return it, due to lack of proper 
equipment. 


Because of a lack of funds our drill work was sharply cut this 
year. Our appropriation for equipment and maintenance last year 
did not meet the expenses. This appropriation will have to be in- 
creased this next year. 


Next year we are planning another first aid course for the 
firemen to be followed by a firefighting course through the state 
sponsored school, instructed by Dep. Edmund Tetreault of Green- 
field. 


It is gratifying to watch the steady decline of fire loss in Col- 
rain during the last 20 years. This has been made possible by your 
cooperation with your fire department and by the continuous fire 
training through the available state instructors. 


Our ambulance service, which is the envy of all Franklin 
County, continues to give the most up to date service in the area. 
We have had many inquiries from other towns in regard to this 
service and its methods. This is taken care of by the firemen 
through their Firemen’s Association, completely free from town 
responsibility. 


It’s this kind of cooperation, in assisting one another, that 
makes living in a small community most enjoyable.

In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit of 
the books and accounts of the town of Colrain for the year ending 
December 31, 1961, and report as follows thereon: 


The financial transactions of the several departments receiving 
or disbursing money for the town, or sending out bills for collection, 
were examined and checked. 


The surety bonds of the town treasurer, town clerk, tax col- 
lector, and deputy collector, filed for the faithful performance of 
their duties, were examined and found to be in proper form. 


Ledger accounts were compiled, and a balance sheet, which is 
appended to this report, was prepared showing the financial con- 
dition of the town on December 31, 1961. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined. 
The recorded receipts were analyzed and checked with the records 
of the departments making payments to the treasurer and with 
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other sources from which money was paid into the town treasury, 
while the expenditures were compared with the selectmen’s war- 
rants and with the classified record of payments. The cash balance 
on January 20, 1962 was proved by reconciliation of the bank bal- 
ance with a statement furnished by the bank of deposit. 


The records of payroll deductions on account of Federal and 
State taxes, the county retirement system, the teachers’ retirement 
system, Blue Cross and Blue Shield, and teachers’ insurance were 
examined and checked, and the payments to the proper agencies 
were verified. 


The savings bank books representing the investment of the 
trust funds in the custody of the town treasurer were examined and 
listed. The income was proved and the amounts transferred to the 
town were verified. 


The payments on account of maturing debt and interest were 
checked with the amounts falling due and with the cancelled se- 
curities and coupons on file. 


The tax title records in the custody of the treasurer were 
were examined and listed, and the transfers to the account were 
checked with the collector’s records. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined 
and checked. The tax and excise accounts outstanding at the time 
of the previous audit, as well as all subsequent commitments, were 
audited and proved. The recorded collections were checked with 
the payments to the town and district treasurers, the abatements, 
as entered, were compared with the assessors’ records of abatements 
granted, the taxes transferred to the tax title account were veri- 
fied, and the outstanding accounts were listed and proved. 


Verification of the outstanding tax and excise accounts was 
made by mailing notices to a number of persons whose names ap- 
peared on the books as owing money to the town and district, the 


replies received thereto indicating that the accounts, as listed, are 
correct. 


The financial transactions of the town clerk were examined. 
The recorded receipts for dog and sporting licenses, as well as 
gasoline registrations, were checked, and the payments to the 
treasurer and to the Division of Fisheries and Game were verified. 


The cash balance on January 20, 1962 was proved by actual count 
of the cash on hand. 


The appropriations were listed from the town clerk’s record 
of town meetings and the amounts voted were compared with the 
aggregate appropriations raised by the assessors in the computa- 
tion of the 1961 tax rate. 
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The transfers from the reserve fund were listed from the rec- 
ords of the finance committee. 


The books and accounts of the treasurer of the Griswold Mem- 
orial Library were examined. The receipts from investment income, 
town appropriation, and miscellaneous sources were verified, while 
the expenditures were checked with the cancelled checks and 
vouchers on file. The cash balance on January 31, 1962 was proved 
by reconciliation of the bank balance with a statement furnished by 
the bank of deposit. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the invest- 
ment of the library funds in the custody of the library treasurer 
were examined and listed. The income was proved and all other 
recorded transactions were verified. 


The records of receipts of the board of selectmen and the seal- 
er of weights and measures, as well as of the highway, public wel- 
fare, veterans’ services, and school departments, and of all other 
departments collecting money for the town or sending out bills for 
collection, were examined and checked. The payments to the treas- 
urer were verified. 


In addition to the balance sheet, there are appended to this 
report tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s cash, sum- 
maries of the tax and departmental accounts, as well as sched- 
ules showing the transactions and condition of the trust funds. 


On behalf of my assistants and for myself, I wish to express 
appreciation for the cooperation received from all town officials 
while engaged in making the audit.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT 


To the Citizens of Colrain, Greeting: 


It gives me a great deal of pleasure to present my first annual 
school report to the Town of Colrain. I have been here a very short 
time and my first report will be very brief since I am not aware 
of all the happenings of the past year. 


The elementary phase of educating the children is handled 
through the Colrain Central School. From census figures available 
it would seem that future enrollments will not appreciably in- 
crease for this school. In fact, it appears that future enrollments 
will decrease and we will not have the problem of overcrowdedness 
in the classrooms. At the present, we do have one extremely large 
grade which will continue to be a problem. At the moment we are 
handling this in two unequal sections because of the fact there is 
not enough classroom space. One section is being handled in the 
clinic-teachers’ room and the other one in the regular classroom. 
One other teacher is acting as a helping teacher for the first grade 
and also as a special reading teacher part of the time. Next year 
it may be that this assignment would be changed somewhat, due to 
possible change in enrollment. In the future it would appear that 
we may be able to decrease our teaching staff by one, unless you 
desire to offer a kindergarten. 


Also in the future, if we go into a new regional high school, 
we would lose grades seven and eight. These grades should be in- 
cluded in a high school program because your present building will 
not allow for a junior high program that should be offered to to- 
day’s students. This would mean that in the future you won’t have 
to worry about an exceptionally large grade, even if it does come 
along, as vou would have the space to split it up into two classrooms 
once the seventh and eighth grades are out of the building. 


Furthermore, it would be possible to institute a kindergarten 
program which is not being offered at the present. I do feel that 
this should be considered. The only problem that I can see to over- 
come would be the transportation problem for the kindergarten 
going home at noontime. At the present it is extremely difficult 
to give the first grade all the material that is necessary for begin- 
ning students without the extra readiness that a kindergarten pro- 
gram offers. 


The high school program, of course, is handled through Arms 
Academy. I feel that the faculty of Arms Academy is doing an 
unusually fine job considering the limitations of the plant. You peo- 
ple are even more aware of the shortcomings of the plant than 
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T am, as evidenced by the several attempts during the past few 
years to obtain a new high school. A new school for grades seven 
through twelve is a most urgent need. Perhaps because of the 
serious limitations of the school plant at Arms, more and more of 
our high school pupils are going outside for vocational training. 
Probably this trend will continue and amount to even greater num- 
bers of pupils. 


The following projects should be given careful consideration by 
the citizens of Colrain to assure your children future educational 
opportunities: 


1. Continued participation by your Superintendent in a study 
of the possibility of forming a regional vocational school in Green- 
field for Franklin County in which the Town of Colrain could par- 
ticipate. This would eliminate the present tuition and transporta- 
tion situation and offer a more expanded vocational curriculum, 
probably at a saving to the town. 


2. The immediate reactivation of interest in a new regional 
high school. 


I should like to make the following comments concerning a 
possible regional high school. First of all, it should definitely in- 
clude grades seven through twelve. Your Junior High program can- 
not be handled by Crittenden, and I do not believe it would be eco- 
nomically feasible to make over Arms Academy for a Junior High. 
I believe this could be handled in one or the other of the following 
two fashions: 


The first solution is the one that has already been initiated 
by some interested people, including the faculty of Arms Academy. 
They have started the wheels in motion to form planning committees 
in the seven area towns that are interested in such a regional high 
school. This is fine, for I believe the needs of all the towns should 
be included in the planning of a high school. However, the drawback 
to this is the fact that these towns already have failed to form a 
regional high school several times in the past. I feel that some of 
the trouble is in the necessary largeness of the committee. An- 
other drawback is the fact that this would have to repeat much 
effort that has already been done, with perhaps the expenditure of 
several thousand dollars to arrive at a point where it may still be 
defeated by vote of any one community. 


Another possible solution is the following: Amend the present 
Buckland - Shelburne Regional School to include not only K-6 
but K-12. Another amendment might be to include Colrain in this 
regional development. Since the three towns mentioned already 
function so closely as a unit, I feel that this would be an easy 
transition. It would definitely cut the office work, and would pro- 
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vide us with the financial benefits of the three towns operating as 
a regional district. Once your school committee members of the en- 
larged regional school district were elected they could explore the 
possibility of what is needed for a high school — where the site 
should be, examine possible plans, etc. These could all be done in 
deliberate steps, reviewing studies already made. As each step is 
made, the public could be invited to hear conclusions and to raise 
questions or propose changes. In this way the committee could 
come up with a solution without any expenditure of funds, or at 
most very little expenditure. Then when it came ready for a bond 
issue the towns would have had a chance to voice their approval 
or disapproval before the time for a vote, and chances would be 
that the work of the committee would meet with the towns’ ap- 
proval. 


I do feel that under this arrangement we should not forget our 
friends in Charlemont, Heath, Hawley and Rowe. If they are in- 
terested or willing perhaps they could be included in such an ex- 
panded regional, or perhaps they could come in on some sort of a 
long term tuition basis such as signing a ten year tuition contract 
with us. If we could get such a contract from the towns then we 
could go ahead and plan for additional pupils that we would expect 
from these towns, and include this in our construction. We could 
also write off the expense of these additional rooms in tuition 
charges to the same towns. 


I personally favor the latter of the two solutions for the for- 
mation of a regional high school. However, I realize that I am new 
here, and I may have overlooked several things. One way or an- 
other, a new regional high school is a most urgent need for this 


area!

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SCHOOL PHYSICIAN’S REPORT 


During the school year, between September 1961 and June 1962 
the pupils of the First, Fourth and Eighth Grades, were given phys- 
ical examinations to conform with the laws of the Commonwealth. 


Reports of defects noted were sent to the parents. Booster 
injections of triple toxoid were given to all those pupils to whom a 
booster injection, was due. The Sabin oral poliomyelitis vaccine 
was administered to school children through the age of seven years 
and pre-school children from three months of age. 


Tests to determine degrees of hearing and vision losses, if any, 
were performed by the school nurse. 


It was found that the general health and nutrition of most of 
the school children continues to be quite favorable. 


The school lunch program continues to be a very worthwhile 
procedure. It has always been and continues to be carried out in a 
very commendable manner, indicating that the personnel involved 
therein have a very high regard for the importance of this part of 
our school program. 


The general care of the school building and attention as to 
cleanliness of the classrooms, continues to be carried out on the 
basis of high standards that have been apparent from the opening 
of our present school. 


As one witnesses the overall picture of school activity, one is 
impressed with the efforts that have been made to institute a pro- 
gram designed along the lines of healthy body building activities 
and this is in accord with the aims and policies of our present gov- 
ernmental administration. 


It is to be hoped that all of the aforementioned factors will 
continue on the same acceptable planes as they have in the past. 


There is one thing I feel mention should be made of at this time 
and that pertains to the existing need for more classroom accom- 
modation. We all know and understand how this situation came to 
pass, and there is no reason to feel that discussion of that phase of 
things will bring about any improvement in the present status. 
However, it does present to us the often experienced degree of fu- 
tility in long-range planning as time changes many things. This 
should tend to accentuate, however, this need in the minds of all 
parents and taxpayers of this and surrounding communities, and 
stimulate in them the need for prompt action to correct the present 
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situation. I feel that a new regional high school is without any doubt 
the best answer to our existing needs and it is to be hoped that the 
present activities being undertaken along these lines, will result in 
an overall feeling of goodwill and accord and from this will emerge 
a basis of understanding and cooperation that will ultimately result 
in the intelligent planning and erection of a new regional hig 

school. 


I cannot say, however, that I feel favorably impressed with the 
recent change in attitude of the school authorities in regard to the 
school nurse program. It seems this is a backward step rather than 
otherwise. It is well known that in the beginning schools were 
erected for the purpose of general education. As time went by 
health education became an important factor in the overall picture 
of education, but this action and also the actions taken to utilize 
facilities originally built into the existing school under the heading 
of “health considerations’, for the purpose of solving the problem 
of student classroom accommodation, would tend to point out ap- 
parent failure to realize that there is and has been an active de- 
partment of health in our school system consisting of the school 
physician and school nurse. This attitude I am certain is not one 
of intent but one of oversight. However, that does not lessen the 
seriousness nor resulting inconveniences of these decisions. 


It is to be hoped that in the future, when any plans involving 
in any manner, the school health program; that may be entertained 
by the then existing superintendent of schools or school committee, 
will not be drawn to a conclusion until proper considerations will be 
extended to those persons constituting the health department of the 
school.
